WASHINGTON (AP) — 
The 
Kennedy administra­ 
tion divorced itself Friday 
from concessions once of­ 
fered the Soviet Union by 
the Western powers in an 
effort to negotiate a short­ 
term agreement on the fu­ 
ture of West Berlin. 


The State Department also as-' 
sorted that the United States has 
no intention of reducing its mili­ 
tary garrison in that city, which 
the Western powers are pledged 
to 
protect 
against 
Communist 
pressures. 
The United States. Britain and 
France have approxim ately I.OOO 
soldiers stationed in West Berlin. 
of which about 6,000 are Ameri­ 
cans. 
The concessions were offered to 
the Soviet Union by joint action 
of the three Western powers dur­ 
ing a conference at Geneva in the 
sum m er of 1959.

But "a prominent and re­ 
spected African thinks there is

He is Albert .Luthiili, the ex- 
Zulu chief who is leader of the 
African National Congress now 
outlawed by South Africa's white 
government 
Luthuli is a handsome and mild 
mannered African whose efforts 
to gain political rights for hts peo­ 
ple in this white-ruled country 
have gained for him nomination 


abroad for the Nobel Peace Prize 
and here, most recently, appear­ 
ances at South Africa s marathon 
treason trial. 
Now hack at his rural home he 
expressed no bitterness over eight 
years of nearly continuous ban­ 
ning and detention in an inter­ 
view conducted by the American 


editor of the monthly Our Afri­ 
ca.'’ 
Luthuli surveyed the turbulent 


African scene—the Congo where 
some 
Africans 
maltreated 
and 


drove out white missionary teach­ 
ers: numerous newly independent 
African countries where Africans 
lost faith and the Christian church 
lost face, here in South Africa, 


where the churches are sorely 
split on the white supremacy gov­ 
ernment’s 
segregation 
policies 


and what to do about them. 
“ Do you fee! Christianity has 


any answer for todays 
prob­ 


lems?” he was asked 
“ In 
my 
view 
the 
Christian 
church I* making itself misunder­ 
stood,” he replied 
“ First, the 


Christian message was brought by 
the white man. And the average 
African man says the white man 
is the cause of all his trouble 
He doesn’t discriminate between 
white men and see that some 
came here for material gain and 
others came with the message of 
God 
“ Secondly, if the church ap­ 


pears to be indifferent to the suf­ 
fering of the people, the people 
won t listen to the church. And 
if the church just simply keeps 
quiet I might understand. But the 
other man does not ' 
Luthuli said the church has a

inspections a year, the Soviets should be willing

mate that within Russia in any given year there 


are likely to be at least TO seism ic disturbances 


whose underground origin, whether earthquake 


or clandestine nuclear tests, could not be clearly 


identified by outside detection systems.

tunity that will be fair, but final,

Red China Again 


Each year, when the General Assembly of the 
United Nations meets. 
Soviet 
Russia more or less 
strenuously propose^ to have Red China seated in the 
United Nations 
The I nited States always opposed this 
effort—also more or 
e«s strenuously depending upon 
the sta’e of affairs 
It has not alw av s been clear that 
Soviet Russia really desired its great ally to sit in this 
international council, particularly in recent years when 
Red China has become a competitor ra'her than a 
collaborator 
of the 
Kremlin 
for leadership 
in the 
growing Soviet Universal State 
At any rate, 
the 
sears have 
passed and 
Red 
China ha* not been admitted 
The first nation to wage 
war against the United Nations has no place within the 
United Nations 
The incongruity seem s clear to ail who 
believe in world order. 


Nevertheless. Great 
Britain, on the plea of 
realism , fas ors the admission of Red China 
The 
British are obsessed with the notion that thev ran 
achieve a split 
between Red China and Soviet 
Russia 
The basis for their assumption Is the 
growing antagonism between the two countries, an 
antagonism which is ideological within the Commu­ 
nist faith but which does not include the prospect 
of the Mar\ist-I.enintst Revolution being made to 
fail in the interest of colonialists and capitalists. 


There is another factor in the British anxiety to 
recognize Red China and that is the prospect of trade 
China was. once upon a time. one of Great Britain f 
bes* customers 
lite ports of Hongkong 
Shanghai. 
Tientsin and along the Yangtze River. Kiukiang and 
Hankow, were British dominated 
The Hongkong and 
Shanghai Bank dominated the economic life of China 
Jardine Matheson one of the greaten trading firms in 
the world, was the principal industrial, mercantile and 
shipping business in the Far East 
The Britiih-Ameri- 
can Tobacco Company supplied a nation with cigarettes 
when that became the national substitute for opium 
It was good to he a Britisher in China in the good 
old days 
If meant power, authority and money 
It 
meant being supported by the mightiest navy’ on Earth 
It meant being part of an elite 
Then came 1925 
It "as the year of the grea* 
tnti-British boycott which started because a Sikh police­ 
man shot a Chinche worker 
That was the excuse just 
as every great historic event has an excuse and a 
reality. 
Wha’ actually had happened was that the 
Kuommtang the Nationalist Party of Dr Sun Yat-xen. 
had formed an alliance with Soviet Russia 
The Rus­ 
sians sent about IOO advisors and technicians to Canton 
to help Sun 
At the head of them were Michael Borodin 
and General GalenvBluccher 
Borodin worked directly 
under Karl Radek in the Third International 
He was 
a lawyer from Chicago brilliant in his ability to carry­ 
out a program among a people whom he hardly knew 
Dr Sun died on March 12 
1925. but that did not 
affect the s.tuation 
The Revolutionary 
\rm y led by 
Chiang Kaiohek and General Ga lens* B lucher marched 
up the Yangtze Valley 
Meanwhile. Borodin built the 
bovcott movement against the British, a movement 
which so completely di.stuibed China that it broke down 
resistance to anything that the combination of the 
Kuommtang and the Communists tried to do Ll Lih-san. 
a Communist labor leader, arranged for strikes in lac­ 
tones all ovei the country 
I hen Tu-h>iu. who wa* then 
the leader of the Communist Party worked in the open 
•gainst the British 
Not onl\ was the boycott effective but the British 
lost most of their concessions in China 


For a *hort time Iherealter the British regained 
tom e of their trade but in I9J1, .(anan marie war 
upon China a w.tr which tontmued until 194V when 
China exhausted, mistreated bv her allies, behaved 
bv her friends, had to continue battling against the 
Chinese Communists who. with the assistan t of 
Soviet Russia used the war to build their strength. 


There is no basis for assuming that the British can 
regain this trade 
Nevertheless. Hongkong which Red 
China could have taken, remained a British port and 
its trade ha- been very valuable to those who engage 
in it 
There are Britishers who assume that there is 
still money to be made in Red China 
But that is no reason why the Inned States should 
change its attitude which is that if Red China comes 
in. the United States goes out 
In fact, it is astonish­ 
ing how many abstentions are counted each time this 
question comes to a vote—apparently many countries 
are ashamed to vote for it.

Af the luncheon were 
business leaders and members of 
the cabinet, most of them in oppo­ 
sition to Vilalbo. who had served

President Lyndon Johnson would 
toke with Sen Everett Dirksen of 
Illinois, the GDP Senate leader.

There have been other attempt­ 
ed Juntas since then 
none su c­ 
cessful. and I got the impression 
that Venezuela ts tired of revolu­ 
tions but the transfer from dicta­ 
torship to dem on acy is not easy, 
and Venezuela, like every Latin- 
American country plagued with 
dictatorship, needs support and 
sxmpathy.

of Night,” decided 
that she wanted to quit the show 
for career reasons.

sort of thing H asnt hard

take over. On television, though, 
if s not so easy 
The actress was Teal Ames who 
played bara 
Karr in the soap 
opera 
John Larkin, the actor, 
who played her husband on the 
soap. said 
They decided they 
would kill the character rather 
than replace Teal 
They didn t 
believe the audience would accept 
a replacement 
But how to kill 
her’ 
They didnt want her to 
sicken and di*. feeling that would 
be too great 
a 
shock for the 
viewers " 
Why? he u a s asked 
"Well, if you're a soap opera 
addict you'd know leading ladies 
often lie at death s door. 
But 
they never go through the door. 
lf the heroine gets sick the audi­ 
ence is trained to expect her to 
get better 
The second idea was to send 
her aw av off somewhere with a 
strange malady and then get word 
back sh ed died 
That s known in 
the trade as a two-step death. 
Thev're not very plausible 
"So they decided to kill her 
violently and they brooded about 
how 
Maybe someone from my 
past could kill her. 
But through 
some weird soap opera reasoning 
that I don t pretend to understand 
the writer and producer decided 
that if that happened I d be in 
some way culpable, that the audi­ 
ence would resent me 
"Then the writer thought about 
a violen’ death by accident 
He 
shelved that idea. too 
Finally, 
it uas decided she should make 
the 
supreme 
sacrifice 
Mother 
love overcoming everything—that 
sort of thing 
They introduced a 
strange malady that caused her 
child to go wandering blindly out 
into the street where it was in 
danger of getting run over by a 
car 
The mother, to save her got 
hit instead 
“However Sara didnt die right 
away. 
Th^y decided she should 


have a death scene with me and 
she wound up lingering on for 
three days 
This defeated their 
purpose 
Only star-crossed lover* 
or bad people die in daytime tele­ 
vision 
Good people never 
die. 
And. as I said. when people linger 
at death » door, the rule is that 
they always get well. 
"All 
except poor 
Sara 
She 
broke all the rules. 
Because she 
lingered all our fans got the idea 
she was going to get well 
Her 
death came as a terrible shock 
to the viewers. She died early in 
that particular episode and before 
we got off the air, we had 
250 
protest 
phone calls. Instead of 
killing her off quickly and cleanly, 
they made a sloppy job of it. A 
quick calm death would have been 
more acceptable to the viewers. 
Of course there would have been 
just as many protests but I be­ 
lieve we d have a sounder defense 
for knocking her off. 
I kind of 
feel the viewers were right about 
protecting poor Sara s demise af­ 
ter leading them on that way. Net 
door you know. Not done at all ” 
Parenthetically, in order to en­ 
large your understanding of the 
mysterious world of soap opera, 
you should know- that* the child 
who wandered out into the street 
was suffering from "paranucleo- 
sis 
"Paranucleosis" was invent­ 
ed for the occasion for the authors 


w ho felt that the trouble w ith real 
diseases is that real people suffer 
from them and they'd be offend­ 
ed 
The chief characteristic of 
‘ paranucleosis 
is that it causes 
small children to wander out in 
the street where they get struck 
by automobiles Very i are disease 
even in -nap operas 
In fact, this 
is the only case.
